T h e at­ 


tendance will be large. 


T here is often raised a question as to the advisability of mixing busi­ 


ness and pleasure, and this outing is the play day of the board. 
However, 


on an occasion when we will be all together, would it not be worth while to 


give a few m om ents’ serious discussion to the advisability of attempting 


to do something to prevent the removal of the L a Crosse Rubber Mills? 


W hen men seeking a factory site come to La Crosse and after look 


ing over the ground decide they do not want to come here, that is uncom­ 


plimentary to the city, to say the lea^t, but it does no particular harm be­ 


cause we never had the factory, and its not com ing here exerts little influ­ 


ence on the coming and staying here of other factories. 
But when a fac­ 


tory has long been located here, builds up a valuable business in the city 


and then decides to seek a “ m ore favorable location”, the circumstance is 


a decided "knock' to La Crosse. 
It advertises us badly to have one of our 


prosperous concerns “ pack up its duds and git.” 


O ther cities are offering inducements to the rubber mills to locate 


with them. 
M aybe they are paying too much for their whistle. 
However, 


if they are paying only what the factory is worth to them, we can keep 


the factory because we can afford to pay just a little more than anyone 


else for the plant. 
* 


T h e original request of the com pany was that a causeway be built over 


the marsh connecting the eastern portions of the north and south sides 


by a direct route. 
Neither the city council nor the board of trade seemed 


to feel that any duty was imposed by the need, although the demand for 


such a road had been felt long before and its com ing is as inevitable as 


the rising of tom orrow ’s sun. 
W e do not presume that the Rubber Mills 


com pany wants to leave La Crose, but encouraged by the keen desire of 


other cities to secure the plant and discouraged by the apathy with which 


its predicament was regarded in La Crosse, 
the company managers are 


inclined to bid us good-bye. 
It m ay be that the council or the officials of 


the board know o: some reason w hy it doesn’t m atter whether this plant 


goes or stays. 
If they do, it would be wise to speak out so that the public 


need not longer misunderstand what appears to be a rather neglectful dis­ 


position toward a valuable industry. 
N othing has been made public indi­ 


cating that a sincere effort to keep the concern 
here is being made, or 


even that its going has been discouraged in 
any way.

We do not
